G'day Folks, 


I do quite a few displays from my military radio collection and one 
thing that always causes me problems is getting a good signal into the 
receivers. Usually, because of time limitations for setting up and 
pulling down displays, I have to make do with a make-shift antenna. 
Combine this with the fact that there are often other hobbies 
represented which give out quite a bit of QRM (model trains, 
woodturning, computers, etc) and the result is often a poor quality 
received signal which does not show off the gear to it's best. 


I have been thinking about building up a low level transmitter (just 
enough power to transmit across a room) and modulating it with WWII 
music from a tape. 


The thought has occurred that as BC-221's seem to breed profusely at 
my place, I could modify one of the modulated type to do the job. The 
output could then be injected directly into the antenna system to the 
various rx's via a splitter system. 


The BC-221 would blend in perfectly with the display as well as 
providing the entertainment. 


Has anyone tried this and would there be enough signal level to feed a 
splitter system? Anyone see any major problems with this idea?

I can't shed much light on this particular instrument other than to make 
some educated guesses. Boonton (one of two companies by that name, the 
other made RF voltmeters) was well known for their FM signal generators of 
which I have two examples, models 202B and 202H. Until HP absorbed 


Boonton, the 202's were pretty much an industry standard generator for VHF 
FM broadcast and communications work. HP marketed the later 202 models 
until they were no longer up to technical standards as the industry moved 
to synthesizer techniques. The 139, I persume is an adjunct equipment for 
providing IF alignment and marker signals. Hope this helps.

My 
remarks should have been about Measurements Corporation, of which I know 
less about. They made signal generators too, the Model 80, also FM 
capable, although crude by the Boonton 202's standards, was fairly common. 
I used one in the Navy to align ARC-27 UHF tranceivers until I could get 
hold of a TS-510 (HP 608D in military garb). The 139, presumably. was 
provided for the same purposes I mentioned in my previous posting. 


BTW, not being much of a radio historian (isn't that obvious?), with RCA 
(and others) in NJ there must have been quite a test equipment industry 
there. I would be interested in learning more.

Have tried this with a lowly signal generator that has an external AF 
input. My favorite is an Eico 324. I feed a cassette player with 
speaker out connection to a reversed audio output transformer to the AF 
input on the sig gen. The little Eico has an input level adjustment. 
RF can be at any reasonable frequency. To avoid hum, interconnect the 
grounds for the devices (both the primary and secondary side of the 
transformer and its frame). Clip some wire onto the RF out and route 
it near the receiver antennas.
